The  U.J.A.  Family  Walkathon 
which  will  wind  up  the  1978

Their  optimism  is  based 
on  the  fact  that  everywhere  you  go, 
people  of  all  ages  can  be  seen 
getting  their  sponsors  for  the  big 
event.  Even  those  who  normally 
sponsor  themselves  are  finding 
family,  friends  and  business 
associates  to  back  them  this  year. 
Anyone  can  self-sponsor  himself  as 
well. 

The  push  towards  family 
participation  is  finding  popular 
acceptance.  Children  and  teens  are 
being  joined  by  their  parents  and 
evrn  grandparents  to  make  the 
Walkathon  a demonstration  of 
community  solidarity  and  support 
for  Israel  on  the  occasion  of  her 
30th  Anniversary  of  Independence. 

The  18  kilometer  route  from  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre  at 
Rideau  and  Chapel  to  Vincent 
Massey  Park  and  return  has  been 
carefully  charted  and  will  be 
patrolled  and  supervised  along  its 
entire  length.  The  route  is  scenic 
throughout  since  it  follows  the 
Ric.jau  River  up  and  back.

It  will  begin 
promptly  at  the  appointed  hour, 
rain  or  shine. 

Kibbutz  hats  will  be  given  to  all 
registrants.  At  the  end  of  the  walk 
the  showers  and  swimming  pool  at 
the  Jewish  Community  Centre  will 
be  open  and  those  who  took  part 
will  be  welcome  to  avail  them- 
selves of  these  facilities.  After- 
wards, barbequed  hot  dogs, 
hamburgers  and  drinks  will  be 
served  free  of  charge  to  all  who 
finished.  In  addition  to  the  street 
parking  available  in  the  area, 
arrangements  have  been  made  for 
the  use  of  the  street-level  garage  at 
Pestalozzi  College.

Annual  Meeting  Features 
Dinner , Community  Forum 


Something  new  is  being  at- 
tempted at  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Vaad  on  Wednesday  evening, 
June  21  which  may  set  a pattern  for 
future  years. 

In  order  to  get  away  from  the 
purely  business-like  approach  of 
former  gatherings  of  this  type,  the 
Officers  and  Trustees  have  decided 
to  inject  a social  note  by  arranging 
a reception  and  dinner,  beginning 
at  6 : 00  o’clock.  There  will  be  a cash 
bar  and  the  dinner  couvert  is  $7.50 
per  person.  Reservations  will  have 
to  be  made  in  advance. 

The  formal  part  of  the  evening 
will  begin  at  7:30  p.m.  Those  who 
cannot  make  the  dinner  are 
welcome  to  join  the  rest  of  the 
group  at  that  time. 

The  first  part  of  the  meeting  will 
be  given  over  to  the  approval  of 
reports  and  financial  statements; 
to  proposed  changes  to  the  con- 


stitution and  to  the  election  of 
Officers  and  Trustees  for  1978-79., 
The  agenda  has  been  streamlined 
so  that  the  constitutional 
requirements  can  be  fulfilled  in  the 
minimum  amount  of  time 
necessary  for  that  purpose. 

The  major  portion  of  the  meeting 
will  be  devoted  to  a program  which 
is  being  billed  as  “Community 
Forum”.  The  idea  behind  it  is  a 
sharing  of  the  major  problems 
concerning  the  community  as  seen 
from  the  vantage  point  of  five  of  its 
major  organizations  and  in- 
stitutions. 

To  that  end,  the  Chairmen  of  the 
Talmud  Torah  Board,  the  Jewish 
Community  Centre,  the  United 
Jewish  Appeal,  the  Jewish  Social 
Services  Council  and  the  Vaad 
have  been  invited  to  field  questions 
from  the  audience  with  Joseph 
Lieff,  Q.C.,  acting  as  Moderator. 


The  opening  statements  by  the 
heads  of  these  agencies  will  focus 
on  unresolved  problems  rather 
than  accomplishments.  The 
confrontation  of  these  issues 
should  make  for  a stimulating 
evening  while  suggestions  ad- 
vanced may  help  bring  about  their 
solution. 

Those  who  are  responsible  for 
planning  the  meeting  believe  that 
this  format  provides  opportunities 
for  a healthy  exchange  of  views 
which  may  not  otherwise  be 
possible  during  the  course  of  the 
activity  year. 

The  panelists  will  be  Henry 
Molot  for  the  Talmud  Torah 
Board;  Irving  Rivers  for  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre;  Sol 
Shinder  for  the  United  Jewish 
Appeal;  Jacquelin  Holzman  for  the 
Jewish  Social  Services  Council; 
and  Gilbert  Greenberg  for  the 
Vaad. 
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Progress  Report 


Figures  released  by  United 
Jewish  Appeal  Campaign 
Headquarters  on  standings  as  at 
May  31  show  that  $1,410,297  has 
been  pledged  to  the  1978  Campaign. 
This  is  an  increase  of  $141,483.  or 
11.2  per  cent  as  compared  with  the 
same  cards  last  year. 

For  statistical  purposes,  the 
campaign  breaks  into  three  major 
groupings:  the  first  is  Trades  and 
Professions  which  has  covered  644 
of  the  2,529  cards  so  far.  Com- 
mitments total  $1,192,375.  which  is 
an  increase  of  $115,971.  or  10.8  per 
cent  above  1977.  The  second  is  the 
Women’s  Division  with  its  1,413 
cards  covered  for  a total  of 
$128,939.  or  a 16.6  per  cent  in- 
crease. The  third  group  is  the 
Public  Service  Division  which 
stands  at  $88,983.  or  17.3  per  cent 
higher  than  last  year.  The  Public 
Servants  have  completed  472  cards 
as  of  the  reporting  date. 

According  to  General  Chairman 
Sol  Shinder,  current  efforts  are 
being  directed  towards  early 
completion  of  the  cards  still  in  the 
field.  There  are  4,870  prospect 


cards  in  all  Divisions  of  which 
slightly  more  than  half  have  been 
contacted  to  date.  Mr.  Shinder’s 
concern  is  for  the  remaining  cards 
to  be  canvassed  as  quickly  as 
possible. 

With  this  in  mind,  the  Campaign 
Cabinet  met  on  May  29  and  again 
on  June  8.  A considerable  amount 
of  enthusiasm  was  displayed  and 
Divisional  Chairmen  and  Special 
Names  workers  reaffirmed  their 
intention  to  clean  up  their  out- 
standing cards  before  the  middle  of 
June. 

At  the  same  time,  Women’s 
Division  functions  and  Public 
Service  Division  solicitations 
continue  to  produce  encouraging 
results.  Both  groups  are  about  60 
per  cent  finished.  Telethons 
currently  in  progress  should  ac- 
celerate the  process  and  sub- 
stantially complete  the  coverage 
by  the  closing  target  date.

Canada-Israel  Foundation 

for  Academic  Exchanges 
I am  pleased  to  announce  that  Lawrence  Freiman  and  David  Golden 
have  accepted  the  Vaad's  invitation  to  sit  on  the  Board  of  Governors  of 
the  Canada-Israel  Foundation  for  Academic  Exchanges.  The  group  a 
its  Annual  Meeting  in  Toronto  on  May  25.  We  were  represented  by  Hy 

Hochberg,  the  third  Ottawa  member  of  the  Board. 

The  Foundation  is  the  brain-child  of  Professor  Eugene  Rothman  and  its 
success  so  far  is  the  result  of  his  vision  and  initiative.  We  can  also  take 
some  pride  in  the  fact  that  it  started  here  in  Ottawa  as  an  experiment 
wTh  our  sponsorship  and  support.  The  Foundatton  was  established  to 
foster  academic  exchange  between  Canada  and  Israel  in  areas  such  as 
history,  political  studies"  social  economic  analyses,  Middle  East  studies 
and  law.  The  goal  is  to  promote  mutual  knowledge  and  understanding 

beSrfetonuiversity  has  had  four  IsraeU  scholars  since  the  inception  of 
the  program.  The  first  was  Professor  Hayyim  Shaked,  Dean  of 
Humanities  at  Tel  Aviv  University.  He  taught  courses  and  supervised 
student  research  at  the  School  of  International  Affairs  during  the  1974-75 
academic  year.  He  was  followed  in  1975-76  by  Professor  Itamar 
Rabinovich,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Middle  East  History  and 
Director  of  the  Shiloah  Center  for  Middle  East  Studies  at  Tel  Aviv 
University.  Professor  Hayyim  Barkai,  Dean  of  Social  Sciences  at  the 

Hebrew  University,  was  the  Exchange  Fellow  for  1976-77.  , 

During  the  same  period,  Professor  Michael  Fry,  Director  of  Carleton  s 
School  of  International  Affairs,  went  to  Israel  in  conjunction  with  the 
Foundation’s  program.  The  visit  resulted  in  closer  relations  with  Israel  s 
institutions  of  higher  learning  and  ongoing  contacts  between  Carleton 

and  Israeli  universities  have  become  well-established. 

Ottawa’s  most  recent  scholar,  Professor  Norman  Rose  of  the  Hebrew 
University’s  Department  of  International  Relations,  taught  at  Carleton  s 
Department  of  History  during  1977-78.  He  gave  two  courses  on  in- 
ternational relations  and  over  one  hundred  students  attended  his  classes. 

During  his  stay,  Professor  Rose  travelled  extensively  and  spoke  at  a 
number  of  universities  including  Dalhousie;  McGill:  Simon  Fraser;  the 
Canadian  Centre  for  International  Affairs  in  Victoria;  University  of 
New  Brunswick;  University  of  Montana;  Stanford  University; 
University  of  San  Jose;  Berkeley;  University  of  Colorado;  University  of 
Denver;  and  Northern  Colorado  State  College. 

In  addition,  he  lectured  on  behalf  of  the  Canadian  Professors  for  Peace 
in  the  Middle  East  twice  in  Ottawa,  Montreal  and  Toronto  and  three 
times  in  Calgary.  Professor  Rose  also  addressed  Jewish  and  non-Jewish 
student  groups  in  Ottawa,  Edmonton,  Winnipeg,  Calgary,  Fredericton, 
San  Francisco  and  Denver,  Colorado.  He  also  delivered  public  lectures  in 
Halifax  and  Fredericton.  ...  . . 

Professor  Rose  was  a frequent  guest  at  functions  organized  by  Jewish 
communities  across  Canada.  He  participated  in  some  fifteen  panels, 
symposia  and  study  days  in  cities  such  as  Halifax,  Ottawa,  Winnipeg, 
Edmonton,  Calgary  and  Vancouver. 

The  media  - television,  radio  and  the  press  - often  called  upon  him  and 
he  made  frequent  guest  apprances  in  Ottawa,  Edmonton,  Calgary, 
Vancouver,  Montana,  San  Francisco  and  Denver. 

The  Roses  have  since  returned  to  Israel  but  I would  like  to  thank  them 
on  behalf  of  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Community  and  wish  them  everything 
good  in  the  future. 

The  1978-79  Canada-Israel  Exchange  Fellow,  Professor  Avraham  Ben 
Zvi  of  the  Hebrew  University , will  arrive  inAugusttotakeuphis  position 
in  Carleton’s  Department  of  Political  Science.  An  expert  on  strategic 
studies,  Professor  Ben  Zvi  will  teach  courses  in  his  field  as  well  as 
supervise  research  by  graduate  students  in  the  area  of  international 

affairs.  . , , ... 

The  Ottawa  experiment  has  become  a national  program.  I am  advised 
by  Professor  Eugene  Rothman,  the  Foundation  Academic  Director,  that 
some  of  the  other  universities  that  have  been  hosts  to  Canada-Israel 
Exchange  Fellows  are  Dalhousie,  University  of  Halifax,  Concordia 
University  and  the  Universite  de  Montreal  in  Montreal,  York  University 
and  the  University  of  Toronto  in  Toronto,  and  most  recently,  the 
University  of  Manitoba  in  Winnipeg.  There  are  plans  for  extending  the 
program  to  the  University  of  British  Columbia  in  Vancouver. 

The  Foundation  has  become  a well-known  institution  in  the  academic 
world  and  has  the  support  of  Israel’s  major  universities  and  co-operates 
closely  with  Israel’s  public  agencies.  I am  told,  in  fact,  that  academic 
organizations  in  the  United  States  have  recently  turned  to  the  Foundation 
for  assistance  in  establishing  a similar  program  in  American  univer- 

Si  Each  community  finances  its  own  program  with  all  contributing  to  the 
modest  national  administrative  budget.  In  Ottawa,  the  bulk  or  roughly  80 
per  cent  of  the  $15,000.  required  each  year  comes  from  private  sub- 
scriptions ; the  other  20  per  cent  is  funded  by  a $3,000.  allocation  from  the 
United  Jewish  Appeal  campaign.  All  the  evidence  available  clearly 
points  to  the  fact  that  the  money  is  being  well  spent. 


Festival  of  Shavuoth  is 
Observed  June  11  and  12 


Shavout,  Festival  of  Weeks, 
arrives  on  June  11  and  12.  If  you 
have  been  counting,  you  will  notice 
that  the  holiday  falls  on  the  50th 
day  after  Pesach.  Centuries  ago 
Greek-speaking  Jews  called  the 
holiday  Pentecost,  after  the  Greek 
word  for  50. 

Shavuot  is  a major  holiday  and 
therefore  work  is  forbidden. 
In  Israel  today,  major  celebrations 
occur,  particularly  in  Haifa,  where 
ceremonies  of  the  first  fruits, 
parades,  music,  dance  and 
decorations  of  greenery  mark 
Chag  HaShavuot.  Israel  celebrates 
for  only  a day.

ity  of  . the  Jewish  nation,  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  Torah  and  of  the 
responsibility  to  live  by  its 
precepts.  It  also  ends  the  growing 
season  begun  at  Pesach. 

A compilation  of  passages  from 
the  sacred  books,  the  “Tikun  Lai 
Shavuot,”  is  studied,  sometimes 
for  the  entire  night  before,  in 
preparation  for  the  holiday.  The 
Megillah  Ruth  and  other  Biblical 
texts  are  read  on  the  holiday  itself. 
An  introductory  poem  “Akdamut” 
is  read. 

The  appropriateness  of  the  Book 
of  Ruth  to  Shavuot  lies  in  the  story 
of  Ruth’s  devotion  and  unflinching 
lovaltv  to  the  faith  of  Israel  after 


she  converted  to  Judaism  from 
paganism.  Also  described  in  this 
Book  are  the  harvest  activities  and 
customs  indicating  consideration 
for  the  poor. 

On  the  second  day  of  the  holiday 
a memorial  service  in  the 
synagogue  is  customary. 

Traditionally,  Shavuot  used  to 
mark  the  day  for  a child  to  begin 
formal  Hebrew  education. 
However  today,  especially  in 
conservative  and  reform 
congregations,  Shavuot  is  a day  of 
confirmation.  Thus  each  new 
generation  comes  to  accept  and 
declare  allegiance  to  the  Torah.

I do  r.„i  know  why  I should  not 
feel  that  Ottawa  is  home.  I have 
been  here  for  two  years  and  have 
learned  to  respect  the  cold  winters, 
beautiful  springs  and  warm 
summers.  The  Market  Place, 
Parliament  Buildings  and  skating 
on  the  Rideau  Canal  were  part  of 
my  everyday  life.  However,  for 
those  of  us  who  work  within  the 
Jewish  Community  Service  field, 
moving  is  a part  of  the  business 

that  one  has  to  adjust  to. 

After  an  absence  of  more  than 
twenty  years,  1 am  returning  to 
Birmingham,  Alabama,  a com- 
munity where  I grew  up  as  a teen- 
ager. I will  assume  the  position  as 
Director  of  its  Jewish  Community 
Centre  in  or  around  August. 

Yet,  I cannot  leave  this  position 
in  Ottawa  without  some  sentiment 
towards  those  who  have  lent  me  a 
helping  hand.  Specifically  I en- 
joyed the  warm  rapport  that  1 
found  in  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Centre.  Particularly  I would 
like  to  thank  Mr.  Irving  Rivers, 
President,  from  whom  I have 
profited  by  his  wise  counsel  and  to 
whom  I must  have  caused  many 
sleepless  nights.  I wish  to  thank  my 
fellow  colleagues  on  the  Centre 
staff  for  their  good  work  and  the 
entire  efforts  of  all  the  ad- 
ministrative and  maintenance 
personnel  for  helping  to  keep  the 
Centre  functioning  in  all  its 
aspects. 

These  past  two  years  have  not 
been  without  trials.  There  was  a 
period  of  reorganization  and 
restructuring  that  for  some 
members  of  the  community  were 
stressful.  The  introduction  of  new 
ways  in  budgeting  and  thinking 
may  have  caused  others  to  take 
another  look  at  the  Centre  and  its 
priorities.  New  leadership  in- 
terested in  the  Centre's  welfare 
began  to  look  at  alternative  choices 
for  future  Centre  operations. 
During  the  past  two  years. 


membership  has  grown  to  over 
four  hundred  units  comprising  1000 
individuals.  A campaign  for  Centre 
awareness  has  begun  to  solidify 
support  for  the  Centre  as  a viable 
and  crucial  institution  in  the 
community.  In  fact,  this  crucial 
point  lies  in  the  cornerstone  in  any 
future  Centre  planning. 

Many  people  in  the  community 
feel  that  the  Centre  should  shut 
down  its  operations  and  convert  its 
resources  to  a semi-communal 
activities  building.  Other  members 
of  the  community  have  seen  the 
Centre  hopelessly  stalemated  in  its 
alliance  with  Beth  Shalom 
Synagogue  and  the  Talmud  Torah 
school.  They  have  urged  the 
creation  of  a separate  autonomous 
Centre  building  away  from  its 
present  location  and  master  of  its 
destiny. 

One  of  the  unrefutable  facts  that 
remain  is  that  the  Centre  is  un- 
derused and  undersupported  by  the 
Jewish  community  population  in 
Ottawa,  with  only  10  per  cent  of  the 
known  Jewish  families  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Centre.  Another  fact 
continues  to  be  the  large  operating 
deficits  that  the  Centre  incurs  by 
being  the  support  agency  for  other 
communal  service  agencies,  in- 
cluding the  Synagogue. 

During  the  past  two  years,  the 
Centre’s  Board  has  begun  to  deal 
with  these  items.  I am  not  saying 
that  they  will  be  solved  within  a 
matter  of  a few  months,  but 
nevertheless,  until  they  are  solved, 
the  Centre  remains  a very 
vulnerable  institution. 

As  for  myself,  I have  enjoyed 
being  a part  of  this  culturally  rich 
community.  If  I have  offended 
organizations  or  individuals,  I 
have  done  so  in  the  defense  of  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre.  I 
certainly  have  enjoyed  the  won- 
derful opportunities  of  meeting  and 
exchanging  views  with  so  many  of 
you.

The  sphere  of  natural 
phenomena  seems  to  be  entirely 
divorced  from  that  of  religio- 
historical  sphere.  This  distinction 
is  more  apparent  than  real; 
because  in  the  agricultural  sphere 
both  man,  the  cultivator,  and  God, 
the  provider  of  sunlight  and  rain, 
collaborate  in  making  the  earth 
productive.  Thus,  man  in  his 
presentation  of  first  fruits  and  the 
first  produce  of  the  wheat  harvest 
in  the  form  of  the  two  loaves  is 
returning  to  God  the  payment 
which  is  His  due  for  co-operating 
with  man  in  making  the  earth 
productive. 

To  desist  from  rendering  these 
symbolic  gifts  to  the  Almighty 
would  be  regarded  as  a violation  of 
the  mutuality,  which  made  them 
possible. 

The  same  sense  of  mutuality  is 
perceived  in  the  giving  and 
receiving  of  the  Torah  at  Mount 
Sinai.  While  God  is  the  Law-Giver 
He  requires  receptors  of  the  Torah, 
otherwise  the  Lord’s  will  remains 
unfulfilled.  Man,  by  receiving  the 
Torah  from  God,  helps  thereby  to 
fulfill  the  Divine  will.  We  often 
view  the  event  of  Revelation  at 
Mount  Sinai  as  one  sided.  God  is 
stressed  as  the  active  Giver  while 
Israel  is  seen  as  the  passive 
receptor.  We  will  listen  and  we  will 
do  — “Na’aseh  ve-Nishma”,  is 
more  than  a passive  affirmation.
